There were several rather severe acci- 
dents and numcroits fumbles by bolli 
sides. Nearly all Macdonald College 
turned out to sec the game, which was 
so entirely one-sided. 

From the referee's first whistle to 
the scoring of Ihe last touchdown, a few 
seconds before time, McGill had all her 
own way. Tlie Aggies conUl do abso- 
lutely nothing against the McGill men, 
the latter going thrmigh the Stc. Anne's 
line like water through a sieve. Mac- 
donald made a few feeble attempts in 
the third quarter, hut these were of no 
avail, as it was impossible to break 
through the. Red and White line. About 
90 per cent of McGill's plays were end 
runs, and clever passing gained yards 'on 
more than one occasion. 

It would be unfair to amit giving 
.spicial mention to Gorrie, who played a 
faultless game throughout, doing some 
wonderful kicking and being responsible 
for a good portion of McGill's points, 
Altliough his shoulder was badly hurt 
early in the third quarter, lie stuck to 
the game till the end. 

When McGibbon and Lanthier were so 
badly hurt that they had to be carried off 
the field, Macdonald lost two of her 
best men. Art Maw, who was sent to 
replace one of the injured meii, had to 
be carried off within a few minutes af- 
ter he got on.

HISTORICAL 
CLUB HEAR 
PROF^WAUGH 

New Members Are Cordially 
Received 



INTEREST KEEN 

Students Learn Characteris- 
tics of Manchester Univ. 



The Historical Club was addressed 
last night by a new and distinguished 
member of the Department of History 
at McGill in the person of Professor 
VVaugh. This was the first opportun- 
ity the students had of hearing th 
speaker outside the lecture room and 
of getting to know him personally. 

In the absence of Presidciit Van 
Ylict, A. O. Loyd occupied the chair, 
In behalf of the club he expressed re- 
gret at the sad death of Hubert Holt- 
ham, an ardent member of the Society 
and a student who won numerous 
friends i)y his cheerful disposition and 
the interest he showed in the activities 
with which he was connected. As 
treasurer of the Club his decease ne- 
cessitated the election of a new officer, 
Wadsworth was nominated to this po- 
sition. 

Dr. Fryer spoke a few words of 
welcome to Prof. Waugh in behalf of 
the Historical Club and moved that 
he be made an honorary member. The 
handclap that followed proved that his 
proposal was very popular and tliat 
the addition of such a distinguished 
personage to the honorary membership 
is thoroughly appreciated. 

In his address Prof. VVaugh, a for- 
mer member of the professoriate of 
Manchester University, England, 
spoke on tlie- characteristics of that 
University. Manchester, although one 
of the newer universities of England, 
and not as old as McGill, is compara 
lively old. It was founded in 1851, 
The life of the students there- is simi 
lar in many respects to that of the 
students at McGill,, and their organ- 
izations arc based on similar principles, 
There is no particular residence for tlie 
student's; ihcy dwell in private houses, 
hostels and such like, in this manner 
having much in common with the stu 
dents here. ■ ' 

Manchester is known best in con- 
nection with its Faculty of' Science. It 
is the largest faculty, and the most 
famous; and has gained its prominence 
through the efforts of such notable 
scientists as Roscoc, Perkin, and Ruth- 
erford; the latter formerly of McGill 
but at present at Cambridge. 

In addition to that of Science there 
is a Faculty of Medicine, of Law, and 
of Commerce wliich has just recently 
been dcvclopcil. What is known here 
as the. Applied Science Faculty is at 
Manchester named the Faculty of 
Technology, and it differs from the 
Faculties of Applied Science in Cana- 
dian Universities in that subject, 
which arc commonly known as art 
subjects here arc included in the 
course. Difficulty was encotnUered for 
some time in establishing a theologi- 
cal course at Manchester. This was 
owing to the will of John Owings, by 
which he left sum of money for the 
development of a university but which 
stated that if a Theological depart- 
ment were established the lecturers 
in it were not to introduce into their 
lectures anything that would conflict 
with the opinions of any of the stu- 
dents. As ideas on theology are var- 
ied this was found to be an inipossi- 
bdity and in con.scqneiicc Theology 
was excluded from the courses. Fin- 
ally, however, an agreement was 
reached by which Theology was in- 
cluded in the curriculum and the stu- 
dent representatives of the different 
denominations, of the most varied 
views, worked together in absolute 
harmony. 

After the Uiiiversity was founded in 
1851 an agitation was started that it 
might be granted à Royal Charter to 
authorize it to confer degrees. At that 
time the idea of many universities in 
tiigland was net prevalent and the 
request was refused. The difficulty 
was overcome by the uiiiein of Liver- 
pool, Leeds and Manchester univer- 
sities. But when the time came for 
the correction of the examination pa- 
pers of the students the authorities in- 
variably disagreed. A professor at 
Leeds might wish to fail a student at 
Manchester and of course a professor 
at Manchester strenuously objected; a 
quarrel would ensue. So at the end of 
twenty years' union the three separat- 
ed, and in'19p2 they received separate 
charters. 

Speaking of the registration Prof. 
Waugh .said it was about the same as 
that of McGill. Since the end of the 
war it has increased considerably. The

CAUCUS GOSSIP 



Particulars of Last Year's *M' 
Winners Also Given Out 

Some interesting facts have been 
supplied to the Daily by the Depart- 
ment of Phjrsical ..Education. The 
work of this Department is one of the 
most important factors in the student's 
life, although few men or women real- 
ize this fully. The Department strives 
to improve the student's|physical con- 
dition, so as to send from the college 
men and women who arc physically 
fit. 

So far tilts year T,364 students have 
been medically examined, of whom 
1.178 are men and 186 women. It is 
very encouraging to note that out of 
this number only 202, or about 15 per 
cent, are under "A" category. How- 
ever, there is still much room for im- 
provement, and those below "A" cate- 
gory should firmly resolve to be in bet- 
ter condition by the beginning of the 
ne.^t session. 

In regard to the Health Service 
maintained by the department, some 
figures just given out .may. show its 
activity in this line. Although this is 
but' the tvvehty-eighth' day of the col- 
lege year, Dr. Harvey has already had 
252 consultations, and has made 51 
visits. As one may see, that is an 
average of two visits and ten consulta- 
tions a day, and it sliows that students 
are taking advantage of -the service 
provided. 

The Department takes great interest 
in competitive athletics, and inter- 
mural activities arc being conducted 
as follow-s: (1) In Rugby, there is the 
Inter-fâeùlty Leagiie: t^is provides a 
total of twelve games <or the four 
teams entered, and probably about 
sixty-five men take part in this branch 
of the sport. (2) Promotion of track 
competition has resulted in the Fresh 
man-Sophomore and University Inter 
faculty meets, in which 123 athletes 
entered. Th'cn the R.V.C.A..\. meet 
last Saturday was participated in by 
6(3 co-eds (3) The Harriers have re- 
cently held an Inter-faculty run, and 
about fifteen, endurance runners went 
over the long course (4). Tennis, 
which is practically over for the sea- 
son, has been very popular this fall. 
'Interesting; tournaments were held for 
both men and women undergraduates. 
There were»large entry lists and excit- 
ing competitions. (5) English Rugby, 
a sport which has many followers in 
the college, is again claiming devotees. 
McGill has a Ùniversity tean: in sec- 
■ional competition. (6) In Indoor 
baseball perhaps more men are taking 
lart than in any one other activity. 
There is an Inter-class League with 
20 teams, so that there' is a game near- 
ly every week night. The result will 
be very close finishes and quite pos- 
sibly a play-off. (7) Water Polo is 
encouraged by entering two teams in 
tlic City League, aiid it is to be hoped 
that they will succeed as well as they 
have in other years. Competitions 
have not yet begun in boxing, wrest- 
ling, fencing, basketball and swim- 
ming, but they will soon be in full 
s\ying. Altogether, these activities 
will provide recreation for several 
hundred students, and they all deserve 
hearty support. 

A report of the use of the Stadium 
might interest anyone around McGill. 
Although it is almost wholly taken up 
with college sports during the session, 
other activities are centred there dur- 
ing the summer vacation. The list of 
organizations which used" it between 
May I and Sept. 15, 1922, is as foUows;

THE OPPOSITION 

As is mentioned in' the notice column 
of this issue there will be a meeting of 
those interested in the formation of an 
opposition to sit opposite the govern- 
ment in the Mock Parliament called 
for the 9th of this month at 5 o'clock 
this afternoon in the Lounge Room 
of the Union. Various conjectures are 
in the air as to the probable choice of 
a leader for the opposition, and as to 
the policy to be pursued by those who 
will be at the head of this party. While 
the government has not seen fit to an- 
nounce officially their programme for 
the session it is generally understood 
that one of the chief planks in the plat- 
form of the Prime Minister will be the 
advocation of de-nationalization of the 
railroads, sweeping reforms in the 
Civil Service Commission and substan- 
tial alterations in the tariff. 

Science and Law are rumoured to 
be opposed to the government more 
or' less on general principles, and that 
their determination to form a strong 
opposition will be strengthened when 
they realize the detriment that would 
result to the country from the inaug- 
uration of the Premier's plans, is a 
fact that scarcely requires mention. 
Medicine is an uncertain factor, while 
men of note in .\rts and Commerce 
are undoubtedly "agin the Govern- 
ment's policy." How any public- 
minded citizen could be otherwise is 
difficult of comprehension. Accord- 
ingly it is expected that there will be 
a representative gathering of spirited 
men of influence this afternoon, unit 
ed in an endeavour to assist their com- 
monwealth in its escape from the vic- 
ious legislation which Prime Minister 
Jones would impose upon it.

The suggestion is made that a remarkable index of character 
may be obtained from the sort of jokes which a student tells, am 
to a lesser extent the sort to which he listens.

The responsibility of contributing to the practical 
solution of the multiplicity of the world's predicaments lies upon the 
ducated. The ability to measure up to the job comes from the ac-

In the twilight of a perfect October 
day, and with a crowd of 77,000 mass- 
ed row upon row in the giant concrete 
bowl, the final whistle ending a hec- 
tic football battle between the Blue 
team of Yale ân3 the .Army eleven 
from West Point this afternoon found 
the score tied at 7—- 7. 

The Army felt more satisfaction in 
this tie than the sons of Yale. The 
cadets came from behind,' when seem- 
ingly baffled and beaten, and, with 
Yale leading 7 to 0, drove to a touch< 
down in the last period, kicked the 
goal and evened the score. 

Smythe, the At'nïy 'quarterback, was 
the outstanding figure of the day. He 
caught a punt from Wight on Yale's 
43-yard line early in the fourth quar- 
ter. Opening up his overhead game, 
Smythe tried an overhead pass that 
was incomplete. The .\rmy was then 
penalized five yards for offside. 

On the next play the Army quarter 
pass settled in the. arms of Wood 
who raced to Yale's 23-yard chalk 
nark before he was thrown. 
Forward F>m Effected. 
The Yale line held fii-'ni against two 
ofi-tacklc play.<, and once again 
Smythe tried the overhead game. He 
threw with deadly accuracy, and his 
passe settled in the amis of Wood 
once again. 

Wood was on his way for a touch 
down when Jordan, Yale captain, nail 
cd him from be hindreeh,t sobcrpu.Fri 
cd him from behind, thrèé yards from 
the Eli goal. The gray-clad cadet 
corps, massed in the north section of 
the bowl, was frantic with enthusiasm 
Yale's se ven-poipt lead didn't look 
so big now. The. Blue cheering sec- 
•ion called for the Eli line to hold fast 
The ball was snapped into play and 
Wood was hurled back without gain 
On the next play, however, he again 
took The ball and crashed off left tacgle 
for the score. 

No wonder the West .pointers wtnt 
wild. The Army team had come from 
the shadows of certain defeat to the 
sight of a lie. Those were anxious mo- 
ments when the teams lined up on the 
five-yard line, and Wood prepared to 
try a placement kick for goal. He made 
it and the scoi;e stood 7 -to 7. That 
was thé final count. 

Yale's ' touchdown, scored in the 
third quarter, was also directly due to 
a forward pass. "Witty" Nealc, a 
Yale .sophomore from Parkcrsburg, W. 
Va., playing his first big .game at left 
half-back for the Blue, hurled a pass 
to Mallory from the Army's 33-yard 
line, and the Yale fullback was not 
stopped until he was four yards from 
the goal. Ncale then circled left end 
for the touchdown and kicked the goal. 
He was the hero of the afternoon until 
Smythe began throwing passes in the 
final quarter^ ■ • . • - • 

Young Nede'Lopiiis. .Up 
As it is, Smythe must share a good 
bit of the honors of the day with this 
young bftther of "Greasy" Ncale, the 
West Virgin* football cqach. He looks 
like the best back at New Haven, 
barring Charley O'Hearn. The Elis 
made seven first downs during the af- 
ternoon, three by the aid of forward 
passes and four by rushing. 

The Army earned its distance on 
four occasion?, twice with passes and 
twice t>y ru$hln«. 

One inubt not forget the wonderful 
punting of Wood, the West Point 
kicking back, in handing out the 
laurels. With the wind behind him, he 
averaged close to fiftj:-fivc yard*. 
Against the wind he 'was always close 
to forty-five, and got greater distance 
against the strong westerly breeze 
than .either Ncale or Wight, the Yale 
kickers, did with its aid. 

The, game /was ' greater as a spec- 
tacle thain as football contest. For 
picturesque and colorful setting, it 
over-shadowed even the Yale-Harvard 
games, with their years of tradition 
behind them. .',^ . ■ 

By motor and train, the thousands 
stormed into New Haven early. The 
streets were jammed with girls and 
boys, oldsters and youngsters, be- 
decked with the blue of Yale and the 
gold, gray and black of the Army. •; 

The cadet corps, 1,400 strong, ar- 
rived by special train from 'West Point. 
The embryo generals were entertain- 
ed the Yale University dining 
rooms at hmcheon, and then paraded 
through thé streets of New Haven 
to the Bowl With their band playing 
feayiy at thçir head- 

The Picture in the BowL 

Inside, the "bowl the . scene was in- 
spiring. There was the twang of late 
Autumn in the crisp, clear^ air. The 
gun shone from a cloudless sky. From 
the press seats atop the massive struc- 
ture one could look out over the Con» 
ncclicut hills with their trees painted 
scarlet atid browp. The sunlight bath- 
"fJ thft udHt fovS^iaK-Jutc in nalo 



gold, Down toward the green, white 
chalked field where the football 
elevens were to battle, stretched the 
sombre shadows and everywhere a 
sea of faces, endless row.s of fur coats 
and blankets, violets and chrysanthe- 
mums, violets and waving pennants of 
Blue and Army Gold and Xîray. 

Then came the cadet.-. Marching in 
their ininiitabli: way, they swung in 
through one of the archways and out 
on the gridiron.- The vast throng rose 
as one man to greet them— -the hopes, 
perhaps of someTar-flung battle line in 
the years to come. 

Their manoeuvres over, the West 
Pointers massed in the north section 
of the stand. Their band blared noisi- 
ly and the cheer leaders led out an 
army mule, snow white. 

Yale had a bull-dog clad in a blue 
sweater on the sidelines, but hç seem- 
ed a timid sort of a mascot. ' There 
was nothing bashful about the army 
mule. 

The Army squad was first on the 
field. They were greeted noisily, but 
bedlam broke loose when Captain 
Jordan led his .Vale cohorts forth for 

:)attlc. 

Jordan was a bad guesser and lost 
the toss of the coin. Captain Breud- 
stcr elected to defend the west goal, 
with the wind at his back. 

Sçot is Laid Out 
Cross kicked off (or Yale.. Smythe 
took the ball on bis 20-yard line and 
came back IS yards before Nealc spill- 
ed him. I,.awrence failed to gain off 
left tackle, but on the next play hit 
the other side of the line for S yards. 
Timberlake crashed through center 
for Z yards, Scott tackled him and 
was laid out. "This was the first Yale 
casualty. Mallory was called from the 
side lines to play fullback. 

Both lines were strong in the first 
quarter. The game developed into a 
junting duel between Wood, of the 
Army, and Ncale, of Yale, and the 
West Pointer bad all the better of the 
argument. - 

Yale was fortunate. Neale and Neid- 
linger each fumbled punts but recov- 
ered the ball. It was not until the 
closing minutes of this period that 
the first threat of a ^core was made, 

Ncale caused the danger t)y u short 
punt that Smythe caught on Yale's 40 
yard line. Two passes by Smythe 
were incomplete. On the second lie 
lost six yards. Trying for a third 
time, he hurled the ball to Timberlake 
who raced to Yale's 30-yard Hue (or 
first down. 

A short pass directly over the line 
of scrimmage from Smythe to Wood 
put the ball on Yale's 2Sryard. chajk- 
niark as the quarter ended. The Artny 
adherents were cheering madly. 

They ^hanged goals- and - resumed 
play. Smythe slipped off tackle for'' 
nine yards. It looked bad for Yslc. 
Timberlake crashed through center (or 
for the first down, fourteen yards 
from the Eli -goal line, 

The Cadets were shouting for a 
touch-down. The Yale cheering sec- 
tion was imploring the Blue line to 
hold fast. 

Wood shot off right tackle for two 
yards. Smythe added six more in 
the same place. The ball was six 
yards from the Yale goal now. 
Smythe's Judgment Questionable, 
Smythc's judgment at this point 
may be questioned a bit. He needed 
two yards for first down. He elect- 
ed to try a forward . pass. The ball 
was grounded over the Eli goal and it 
was Yale's ball. 

Thus ended the only serious threat 
of the first half. Yale gained -some 
ground in midfield through the Army 
line on rushes by Jordan and Ncale. 
but it was a kicking game thus far. 

The usual singing and cheering fea- 
tured the wait between halves. An 
Army airplane with the legend, "Get 
'Em Army," painted on the bottom of 
the wings, flew dangerously low over 
the field. 

When the third quarter began Yale 
had the west goal, with the wind in 
her favor. Mulligan kicked off for 
the Army to Jordan, who çame back 
twenty yards to his 2S-yard line be- 
fore he was dropped. 

Two smashes by Jordan at the cen- 
ter of the West Point line netted on- 
ly six yards. Néale punted to Smythe, 
who was droppèd on. his 33-yard mark 
by Eddy. 

Wood lost no time in returning the 
kick. He booled one Neidlinger 
Yale's 27-yard mark. 

Yale Drives Down .Pield 
After another exchange of „.v.vo 
Yale began the advance that led to the 
touch-down. It started on the Eli 40- 
yard chalk-mark. 

Jordan smashed through center (or 
nine yards as a starter. On' the next 
play the Yale captain got three more 
in the same place (or first down. 

Neale and Jordan put the ball on 
the Army's 33-yard mark in two slices 
o(( tackle. It was the Blue's second 
successive first down. 

A forward pass, Neale to Mallory, 
netted 29 yards. The ball was four 
yards from the Army, goal. Neale 
swept ai-ound left, end for the score 
and kicked the goal. Yale led, 7 to.O. 

Smythe started the Army on the 
way to even this score soon after the 
kick-off. He caught one of Neale's 
punts on his 30-yard line and raced 
through the entire Yale team to the 
Blue 40-yard mark, where Neale man- 
aged to (orçe .him . out of bounds. A 
forward pass, Stbythe to Wood, net* 
led 9 yards. TtmberlaJ«c made it first 
down, It was Army's ball on Yale's 
29-yard line when the third Quarter 
ended; aid Yale still led.^7—J)L , i.. 



Soon, after the fourth period began, 
Wight, who had replaced Mallory as 
full-back for Yale, intercepted a for- 
ward pass. This ended the danger of 
an -■Xrmy score for the time being. 

An exchange of punts gave the 
.\rmy the ball in midfield a few min- 
utes later. Smythe made a beautiful 
pass to Wood, who carried on to 
Yale's 23-yard line. This was the be- 
ginning of the Army advance, Smythe 
shot off tackle for 3 yards. On the 
next pfay he hurled the ball to Wood, 
who was thrown by Neale 4 yards 
from the Yale goal. 

West Point Wild With Joy. 
Wood got two yards through cen- 
ter. On the next play he crashed 
through Cruikshapk for a touchdown. 
He scored the point that tied the score 
a minute later with a place kick. The 
cadets went wild with joj'. 

In the closing minutes of play, Tad 
Jones sent in Dan Kelly at quarter, 
He made several good runs and work- 
ed the ball to the Army's 4S-yard line. 
Here, with 30 seconds to play, Charley 
O'Hearn was rushed in. He just had 
time to throw one forward pass, which 
was intercepted, when the final whistle

SUCCESS OF GLEE 
CLUB ATJARVARD 

Recent Achievements In- 
clude European Trîp 



in view ot' the .-.ijleiidid work which 
the Glee Club is doinjî at McGill, it 
is not tnUinu'ly to note what other col- 
IcRc^i arc doing alon.c; the samr- line. 
This iiionth'» i.^suc of the "Century 
Magazine" contains a most interesting 
article regarding the achievements of 
the Harvard Glee Club during the past 
few years and the steps by which it 
has become one of the outstanding 
men's choruses in the United States. 

A new era for the club began about 
twelve years ago when Mr. .\. T. Dav- 
ison, organist and choirmaster of the 
chapel, became conductor of the Glee 
Club. Prior to this time a profession- 
al coach had been employed to teach 
such songs as "Down by the Stream 
Where I First Alet Rebecca." .Mr. 
Davison had a more ambitious out- 
look for the club lint realized the fu 
tility of trying to elïecl a transforma- 
tion "over night." 

He began by improving the quality 
of the music sung by the members of 
the choir. As time went on they were 
introduced to the works of such com- 
posers as Cach and Paleslrina. A 
number of the members of the choir 
also sang in the Glee Club; it is not 
remarkable, therefore, that the im- 
provement in the choir was reflected 
in the Glee Chib. For a while, how- 
ever, the repertoire of the latter varied 
from "I^olly Dolly Doodle All the 
Day" to classics, .^ftcr the war, a 
radical change took place. 

Tn 1919 the undergraduate ofïicer.s 
of the Club took the initiative and de- 
cided that the club could not; go :on 
serving two masters. They separated 
from the Banjo and Mandolin Clubs 
and proceeded to develop along gen- 
uinely ambitious lines. That autumn 
they gave concerts which opened with 
chorals by Palestrina and Bach, and 
proceeded through Schumann and 
Brahms to modern pieces, ranging 
from swinging songs like Coleridge- 
Taylor's "Drake's Drum" lo the most 
difficult compositions of César Franck 
and Debussy, ("Drake's Drum" is to 
be sung this season by the McGill Glee 
Club.)

Joint concerts were given in Bos- 
Ion with such artists as Fritz Krcislcr 
and Freida lleinpel. A second vaca- 
tion tour i« til,. Mast and Middle West 
proved .Mrikin;-ly successful. During 
the suninier of 1921 sixty singers went 
lo France al the invitation of the 
French Government. In addition to 
France they, visited Switzerland, Italy 
and the occupied area of Germany. 

The club was also instrumental, in 



making the good old songs familiar lo 
more men around college than before. 
They organized singing concerts 
among the men in the various Fresh- 
men halls and gave Glee Club concerts 
of light music. 

The success of the Harvard Glee 
Club is due, in a great measure, to its 
leader, Mr. Davison. He does not 
search for Carnsos or Scoltis, but is 
satisfied with anyone who has not a 
"file-like voire" and who can learn to 
sing a scale accurately and hit a given 
nole when it is played on the piano. 
In the autumn he has about two or 
three hundred candidates and after a 
few weeks practise he reduces the 
number to about one hundred. The 
secret ot his success is that he has 
faith in the club and that he is able 
to instil this faith in others.
